SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, April 
11 (UP) — A four-engine Pan 
American airliner with 69 per- 
sons on board went down in the 
ocean off San Juan Harbor to- 
day. \ 

The Coast Guard. announced 
officially that 18 of the 69 had 
been rescued and 11 bodies were 


recovered from the sea. Coast 
Guard Capt. C. A. Anderson said 
he was “not very optimistic that 
any more survived.” 

The pilot of the DC-4 plane was 
Capt. John C. Burn, husband of 
singer Jane Froman whom he 
rescued in a plane crash off 
Portugal in 1943. Burn survived 
today’s crash but was injured. 

4 Others in Crew Survive. 

Pan American saitl the four 
other crew members also survived 
the crash. 

Coast Guard vessels and am- 
phibian planes which rushed to 
the scene of the crash five miles 
northwest of the entrance to San 
Juan Harbor, earlier had report- 
ed 23 survivors. 

Pan American said the plane 
carried 58 adults and six infants 
as passengers and had a crew of

Murray Had Said He Ex- 
pected Government to 
Meet WSB Terms if It 
Seized Plants—Parleys 
Deadlocked. 


WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP) 
—Negotiations for a settlement of 
the .steel labor dispute appeared 
to be getting nowhere today, and 
there were reports that the Ad- 
ministration might, if the dead- 
lock continues, go ahead and make 
its own wage deal with CIO Presi- 
dent Philip Murray’s United Steel 
Workers. 

Late this afternoon negotia- 
tions were recessed until Monday. 
There was no indication whether 
any progress had been made. 

For the time being the giant in- 
dustry is under Government 
seizure; the steel companies are 
managing their own plants and 
finances under nominal federal 
control, and the vital metal is be- 
ing produced for defense and 
civilian needs.

After yesterday’s conferences it 
was indicated no progress had 
been made since industry-union 
negotiations collapsed before 
President Truman .ordered Gov- 
ernment seizure Tuesday night.

his European command June 1, 
This frees him to come home well 
in advance of the Republican na- 
tional convention July 7 and cam- 
paign for the presidential nom- 


ination. 
The White House announced 
Eisenhower’s release, cffective 
June 1, by making public an ex- 
change of letters between him 
and Secretary of Defense Robert 
A. Lovett. 
Eisenhower’s letter, dated April 
2, asked that Lovett “initiate ap- 
propriate action” for his release 
about June 1. 

Letter Also to Truman. 

Lovett, in a letter dated April 
10, wrote Eisenhower he was tak- 
ing appropriate action “to secure 
your release from assignment as 
Supreme Commander, Allied Pow- 
ers, Europe, effective 1 June, and 
to have you placed on inactive 
status upon your return to the 
United States.” 

In making public these letters, 
Presidential Secretary Joseph 
Short told reporters there also 
had been an exchange of letters 
between President Truman and 
Eisenhower. He said the Presi- 
dent’s letter was in long-hand and 
added: 

“Both letters were personal and 
very cordial and will not be made 
public.”

Adlai E. Stevenson said late 
yesterday that he would issue next 
week a “clarification” of his atti- 
tude toward becoming a candidate 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination, but gave no hint of 


his intent.

The Governor made it clear in 
an interview that he feels himself 
forced by mounting political pres- 
sures to “gay something further” 
about the ‘candidacy that is being 


urged on him by many Democratic 
leaders, including Jacob M. Arvey, 
Illinois national committeeman. 


He made it equally clear that 
he is reluctant to leave Illinois, 
where he has earned a national 
reputation during three and a half 
years in the executive mansion 
and has initiated reforms and pro- 
grams he hopes to follow through 
in a second term. 


Word. to Illinois Voters. 


The Governor said he felt he 
would be violating his word fo the 
Illinois voters if he failed to stick 
by previous statements that he is 
“a candidate for Governor only.” 
He ran unopposed for renomina- 
tion in the state’s primary last 
Tuesday and piled up 662,000 
votes, as shown by incomplete 
returns. 

Senator Estes Kefauver of Ten- 
nessee, running unopposed in the 
Democratic. presidential prefer- 
ence primary, drew only 484,000 
votes. - . 

In the same primary, Stevenson 
olled a substantial write-in vote 
or President expected to amount 

to 100,000 ballots when all returns 
are tallied, though he had discour 
‘aged any write-in effort on his 
behalf. 

Asked yesterday for comment 
on the unsolicited votes, Steven- 
son professed ignorance of the 
write-in and voiced surprise at its 
size. He conceded it might be 
“a factor” in the decision he will 
announce next week. He left no 
doubt that many other factors 
will figure in the decision, too.

NEW BREWERY STRIKE 
TALKS 10 BE MONDAY 


Session With U.S. Concilia- 
tors on Anheuser-Busch 
Tie-Up Ends in Deadlock. 


The shutdown at Anheuser- 
Busch‘ Brewery continued today, 
with a meeting of company offi- 
cials and representatives of strik- 
ing machinists with federal con- 
ciliators scheduled for Monday. 

A two-hour session at the Sher- 
aton Hotel yesterday, with Fed- 
eral Conciliators Nicholas M. 
Fillo and A. E. Johnson partici- 
pating, ended in a deadlock. The 
strike of 220 machinists, which 
has made 5500 employes idle, be- 
gan last Monday. 

Meanwhile the National Labor 
Relations Board office here had 
before it unfair labor practices 
complaints against the union, 
filed by the brewery and by the 
North American Cold Storage Co. 
at National Stockyards, which 
stores Anheuser-Busch beer. 

The North American complaint 
charged violation of the Taft- 
Hartley Act by the union, which 
has thrown pickets around the 
warehouse, cutting off deliveries 
of beer. This constitutes illegal 
secondary boycotting, the com- 
plaint said. 

The cold storage firm asked 
yesterday that the complaint be 
withdrawn, but the NLRB office 
said this request was still under 
advisement. The brewery’s com- 
plaint before the labor board also 
charges violation of the Taft- 
Hartley law by the union. 
Major issue in the strike is the 


In addition to feeling he has a 
job to finish in his state and 
should campaign for a vote of 
confidence in his administration, 
he is concerned about the succes- 
sion to the governorship if he 
bows out.

He made it plain 
that he is genuinely fearful of the 
program of reduced foreign com- 
mitments proposed by Senator 
Taft. 

Preference for Eisenhower. 

The Governor left the infer- 
ence that he would be much more 
inclined to stick to his job here 
if he felt assured that Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower is in line 
for the Republican nomination. 
Despite expected differences in 
’ domestic policies, their outlook 
on foreign affairs is similar. 

Stevenson, who held no elective 
office before he, became Gov- 
ernor, voiced impatience with the 
political pressures that are forc- 
ing him to speak out now so his 
supporters can know where they 
stand. But he agreed that he 
cannot maintain balance without 
leaving them on a political limb. 

His original plan, he said, was 
to declare himself only for re- 
election in Illinois and “await de- 
velopments” at the Chicago con- 
vention. It was knocked askew 
by the timing of President Tru- 
man’s announcement on March 
29 that he is not a candidate for

Authority Owns Site. 

The Housing Authority owns 
the site for this project, bounded 
by Twenty-first, Biddle and Dick- 
son streets and Jefferson avenue. 
The site has been virtually 
cleared of its old slum buildings 
and other uses. This is the first 
unit in the projected large low- 
rent and middle-income housing 
development known as the De- 
Soto-Carr tract.

State Democratic Chiefs Divided 
On Truman-for-Senate Proposal 


Several Enthusiastic, Others Lukewarm — 
Pendergast Not Sold on Suggestion, 
Says ‘It’s Up to President.’

The suggestion that President 
Truman become a candidate for 
United States Senator from Mis- 
souri met with mixed reactions 
among Democratie organization 
leaders here and in the state. 

Several were enthusiastic* with 
the idea. They declared they 
thought the President would make 
a strong candidate for the Demo- 
cratic state ticket in the Novem- 
ber general election and that he 
would be a valuable member of 
the Senate. 

Many said they did not think 
the President would run for his 
old seat in the Senate. 

Several indicated they 
lukewarm to the suggestion. 

One opposed it. 

Pendergast Not Sold on Idea. 


James M. Pendergast, leader of 
the powerful Kansas City Demo- 
cratic faction and a friend of the 
President, was one of thosé who 
showed little enthusiasm, Pen- 
dergast was the first state Demo- 
cratic leader to indorse Attorney 
General J. E., (Buck) Taylor for 
the senatorial) nomination. 


“It’s up to Truman to decide 
whether he runs for the Senate,” 
the Kansas City Democratic boss 
declared. “I have talked to some 
of his friends recently and none 
said anything about the President 
becoming a candidate.” 

Asked what he would do if 
President Truman decided to en- 
ter the Missouri senatorial race, 
Pendergast replied: “Support Tay- 
lor, I guess.” He said he had “no 
idea” whether Taylor would 
withdraw in the President’s favor 
if Truman became a candidate. 

“Barking Up Wrong Tree.” 

“I think some people are bark- 
ing up the wrong tree,” Pender- 
gast added. “I don’t think the 
President will run.”

‘Federal Judge in 1945 Said President Did 
Not Have Unlimited Power — Govern- 
ment Said to Rely on Draft Law.

NEW YORK, April 11—As debate 
on the constitutional question ris- 
ing out of President Truman’s 
seizure of the steel industry under 
his “inherent: powers” continued 
today. Most experts on constitu- 
tional law agreed that the Presi- 
dent’s action was “unprecedented.” 

The most recent ruling on the 
use of “inherent” or implied pow- 
ers by the President was in 1945 


when United States District Judge 
Philip L. Sullivan of Chicago, in 
voiding the 1944 seizure of Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co., held that 
even in wartime the President did 
not have “unlimited” power to 
seize private property outside of 
an active war theater. 


Seizure Declared Illegal. 

President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
ordered the Army to take over 
the big mail-order house in 1944 
under the war labor disputes act. 
In ruling the seizure illegal, 
Judge Sullivan said the act did 
not give the President such pow- 
er and then went on to deal with 
a second question. 

This, he said, was “‘whether the 
President independent of action 
by Congress has inherent power 
under the constitution to make 
such a seizure as the one ‘here 
in question.” He then. went on 
to point out that the courts would 
rarely inquire into the necessity 
of taking certaim actions in the 
“theater of war,” such as Lih- 
coln’s seizure of railroad and tele- 
graph lines after the firing on 
Fort Sumter. 

‘Power Not Unlimited.’ 

“But outside the theater of war 
the President, as commander-in- 
chief, does not have unlimited 
power over the persons and prop- 
erty of citizens,” Judge Sullivan 
declared. “He may not seize pri- 


vate property just because it! 


.

Princeton University, declared 
that the “scope of the order is 
absolutely unprecedented.” He 
said there had been no parallel 
“exercise of executive power since 
the outbreak of the Civil War.” 


He pointed out. that President | 1948 


Roosevelt seized the North Ameri- 
can aviation plant at Inglewood, 
Calif., six months before Pearl 
Harbor because, due to a strike, 
production was at a standstill. At 
that time President Roosevelt had 
the Selective Service Act of 1940 
to fall back on. 


Opinion of Attorney General. 


However, in an opinion up- 
holding the seizure the then at- 
torney general Robert H. Jack- 
son declared that, in addition to 
various acts of Congress conferr- 
ing general law enforcement pow- 
er on the President he had also 
“that wide discretion as to meth- 
od vested in him by the Consti- 
tution for the purpose of execut- 
ing the laws.” : 

Jackson went on to Say, ac- 
cording to Prof. Corwin, that the 
seizure grew out of the “duty 
constitutionally and _ inherently 
resting upon the President to ex- 
ert his civil and military as well 
as his moral authority to keep 
the defense efforts of the United 
States a going concern.” 

President Truman’s action was 
keyed to the question of national 
defense, one lawyer said today, 
because the “emergency is the 
only thing the President has to 
hang his hat on.” The lawyer 
pointed out that the President, 
however, has described the Ko- 
rean War as a “police action” and 
cannot now term it a war unless

DROPS SLuIGHILY 


Engineers Refuse to Say 
if Crest Has Passed 
Inundated South Da- 
kota Capital.

PIERRE, 3.D., April 11 (AP)— 
One of the biggest floods in Mis- 
souri river history swept toward 
downstream communities today 
after dropping here slightly over- 
night from its record crest of 
just over 25 feet. 

The river level dropped half a 
foot between midnight and 8 a.m. 
—from 24.75 to 24.25 feet—but 
Army engineers still refused to 
say the crest has passed. Flood 
stage is 15 feet. 

The “Big Muddy,” normally 
1000 feet wide, spread over five 


‘|Imiles to engulf all but three 


blocks of nearby Fort Pierre and 
30 blocks of this South Dakota 
capital, 

Charles Fales, 85-year-old Fort 
Pierre resident, was asked if any- 
one had ever seen more waiter in 
the Missouri. 

“Only Noah,” he replied. 

Fales witnessed the 1881 flood, 
called the worst until now. 

Traffic Light fer Boats. 

An automobile traffic light 
winked its amber warning down 
on a street where only boats could 
travel. Policemen in fishermen’s 
waders directed the boats shut- 
tling the stunned residents around 
their ruined city. 

The Red Cross declared 12 Ne- 
braska and Iowa counties flood 
disaster areas. In South Dakota, 
13 counties fought the spreading 
river and its tributaries. Floods 
were reported also in North Da- 
kota, Minnesota and Montana. 

Damage mounted into the mil- 
lions of dollars. 

At South Sioux City, Nebr., the 
flood pushed through a dike yes- 
terday to drive out 250 families. 
The Red Cross also reported: 

More than 1000 of Sioux City’s 
residents had been driven from | 
their homes today, with the worst | 
still to come. 

Livestock Business Tie-Up. 

The livestock business in Sioux 
City, a city of 84,035 population, 
was practically halted. Packing 
plants prepared to shut down to- 
morrow. 
yards halted incoming shipments. 

The downstream cities of Oma- 
ha, Nebr., and Council Bluffs, Ia., 
girded against a predicted crest 
of 28.5 feet, six feet above that 
which brought havoc in the last 
great flood of 1943. 

If the forecast holds true, Mis- 
souri water will climb two feet 
higher at Omaha than the protect- 
ing dikes erected after that most 
recent disaster. 

The Red Cross had mobile pow- 
er units and canteens en route to 
all the threatened areas. One 
such unit was in service at Fort 
Pierre after the water knocked 
out the main power plant. 

More than 1600 residents of 
Pierre and Fort Pierre (combined 
population 6400) who have been 
driven from their homes are be- 
ing cared for by emergency fa- 
cilities.

NEW TALE OF MASS 
TORTURE BY ALLIES 


TOKYO, April 11 (AP) — The 
North Korean Red radio tonight 
Slackened its barrage of germ 
warfare charges and came up with 
a tale of mass tortures inflicted on 
prisoners of war by Americans 
and South Koreans. 

The Pyongyang radio, in a 
broadcast heard here, charged 
that Communist prisoners were 
beaten, tortured and killed.

WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP) 
—President Truman’s plan to 
shift more than 21,000 federal 
job holders from political patron- 
age status to civil service touched 
off a hot Senate argument today. 

Unless either the House or 
Senate kills the surprise move 
within 60 days, it becomes law 
under terms of the Government 
Reorganization Act of 1949.

Similar arrogance has crept into the new 
immigration bill produced by Senator McCarran 
of Nevada and his Judiciary Committee. Digging 
into the legislation’s 300 pages and 400 sections, 
a committee minority has charged that the meas- 
ure is an “exclusion” bill. 

In theory, at least, the bill would eliminate 
the noxious idea of racial discrimination. Pre- 
vious immigration acts excluded Orientals and 
refused them citizenship. The McCarran bill 
allows them quotas and citizenship. ~This would 
mean that 85,000 first-generation Japanese al- 
ready in America could become citizens. 


But because of other provisions this proposal 
is a hypocritical concession to the peoples of the 
East. For the McCarran bill would give them 
absurdly low quotas. Only 185 Japanese could 
be admitted annually, for instance. And the bill 
retains a racist measure of ancestry. A British 
citizen with a Chinese mother would find him- 
self under the Chinese quota instead of the 
larger British quota.

The quota system is here to stay. Naturally 
there needs to be some numerical limit on immi- 
gration. 

But as Alex. Brooks, a lawyer, writes in The 
Nation, the McCarran bill actually provides 13 
new grounds for excluding immigrants and 20 
new grounds for deporting recent immigrants, 
plus innumerable ways to deprive a naturalized 
American of citizenship. 

The bill retains the 1920 census figure for de- 
termining quotas. This means a further discrim- 
ination against the overpopulated countries of 
Southern and Eastern Europe whose quotas 
already are oversubscribed. And it means lower 
quotas generally. 

The bill would eliminate the non-quota system 
for professors, though such gifted groups have 
helped America in innumerable ways, including 
the atomic bomb project. 

The bill would impose a literacy requirement 
on victims of religious persecution, who tradi- 
tionally have been exempt. The odd part of 
this is that the ancestors of many Congressmen 
came to this country to enjoy religious freedom, 
their literacy notwithstanding. 

On top of all this, the bill weakens safeguards 
against arbitrary officialdom. It would allow 
immigration officers to exclude an alien because 
they had “reason to believe” he had done some- 
thing wrong and not because he had. 

A former Nazi who had been reformed for 
five years could enter this country. Yet an alien 
who came here, engaged in some totalitarian 
cause, then rejected it and became “reformed” 
could be deported. 

. a . 

Such provisions for barring totalitarians smack 
of totalitarianism themselves, as the Judiciary 
Committee minority asserted. Led by Senator 
Kefauver, the minority charged that the Mc- 
Carran bill proceeds “on the assumption that 
immigration is a source not of strength but of 
weakness.” | 

That assumption defies the whole history of 
the United States, the contributions to it by im- 
migrants and the noble promise on the Statue 
of Liberty of refuge for the world’s oppressed. 

Ideas about ancestral superiority are at best 
unscientific and foolish. Today they are posi- 
tively harmful to the national interest. Other 
peoples naturally resent them. When the United 
States seeks friends of democracy across the 
globe, the McCarran bill would be a dangerous 
document to slap in their faces. 
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McCarthy on the Defensive 

There is only one way to read the 60-to-0 vote 
in the Senate to continue the investigation of 
ouster charges against Senator McCarthy. It is 
a tremendous rebuke to Wisconsin’s smearer of 
reputations. 

True enough Senator McCarthy voted for con- 
tinuation himself. True enough some other 
Senators of his stripe voted for continuation 
when they would have greatly preferred to vote 
to kill the inquiry. But what else could they 
do? Could they stand and answer to their 
names, saying: We believe in the investigation 
of the conduct and fitness of everyone except 
Senators? 

Obviously not. And so they joined with the 
many members who believe| that the Senator 
who sets himself up to <i the integrity of 
individual citizens is not above submitting to 
measurement himself. 

As for Senator Mecary's counterattack, it is 
patently bluff and nothing more. He says he has 
“absolutely no confidence” in the Democratic 
members of the subcommittee—Senators Hen- 
nings of Missouri, Monroney of Oklahoma and 
Gillette of Iowa. He calls for an inquiry into 
the conduct of Senator Benton of Connecticut 
who introduced the McCarthy inquiry resolution. 
Senator McCarthy is on the defensive himself 
at last and his tactics of distraction show it.

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The Ups and Downs of Primaries 

Results of this year’s presidential preference 
primaries are creating new interest in a number 
of states in this form of expressing the desires 
of the voters. Several legislatures are at least 
talking about adding their states to the 16 which 
now have some form of preferential balloting. 
But unless some uniform primary law, such as 
that suggested by Senator Paul Douglas of IIli- 
nois, is applied across the nation, the result is 
likely to be frustrating. 

There was a strong movement for state prefer- 
ential primaries half a century ago. Then as 
now, such elections were seen as a means of 
taking the selection of presidential candidates 
out of the hands of the political bosses. But 
there was a strong reaction, and no less than 
seven states repealed their preferential primary 
laws between 1916 and 1940. 


This may have been due in part to a certain 
reluctance on the part of many voters to declare 
their party preference. But what militated more 
grievously against the primaries was their inef- 
fectiveness. In 1912, for example, the primary 
voters were overwhelmingly for Theodore Roose- 
velt, but the Republican convention nominated 
William Howard Taft. 

In 1916, Charles Evans Hughes got the G.O.P. 
nomination without having entered a single pri- 
mary. In 1920, Senator Warren G. Harding made 
the poorest showing in the primaries, and Sena- 
tor Hiram Johnson made the best, yet Harding 
was nominated. In 1940, it was Wendell Willkie 
who got the nomination even though he had not 
been in a single primary race. And the story 


on the Democratic side is pretty much the same. 
Perhaps conventions dre a little less prone to 
ignore primary-expressed sentiment in these 
days of radio and television, but we doubt it. 
Politicians are bound to take advantage of laws 
as loose and as diverse as those governing the 
various state primaries. 

What is really needed is a nation-wide series of 
primary elections with the results binding on 
the convention delegates. That calls for a consti- 
tutional amendment. But in the meantime, the 
proposed Douglas primaries would be very en- 
lightening. ; 7 
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The British Voters Protest 

The British Labor party -is making such 
smashing gains in the current local elections 
that some of its leaders are claiming they would 
have a parliamentary majority of considerably 
more than 100 seats were national elections be- 
ing held at the same time. 

Of course, national elections were not held, 
and so Mr. Churchill and his Conservative col- 
leagues continue to rule with a narrow majority. 
But it is inconceivable that their attitude should 
not be affected by the election returns. The vot- 
ing has been widely taken as a protest against 
the additional austerities imposed on the British 
people. Further, the protest was so broad that 
for the first time since 1945, the British made 
up their political mind in a truly decisive fashion. 


This display of public sentiment is of no help 
to a Government which finds Britain’s dollar po- 
sition in almost as bad as it has been at any 
time since the devaluation of the pound. Rigor- 
ous financial measures are indicated, yet the 
Government cannot help hesitating to impose 
them against the popular will. The easier course 
would seem to be a further delay in carrying 
out the rearmament program. But that would 
be trading off one kind of trouble for another. 

On. the Labor side, the Bevanites ‘may say: “We 
told you so.” But the dominant Attlee faction 
will be somewhat less jubilant since it drew up 
the arms program which the Conservatives are 
attempting to carry out, if on a somewhat slower 
schedule. The conflicting claims of the social 
services and the arms program on a hard- 
pressed exchequer would be just as real for La- 
borites as for Tories. And so far, only the 
Bevanites have been willing-to make deep cuts 
in the preparedness expenditures. 

Responsible leaders of both parties must ar- 
dently hope for a readjustment of world prices 
—a sharp drop in the cost of British imports and 
a more favorable market for British exports. 
But ever since the outbreak of the Korean war, 
the trend has been the other way. In the absence 
of such economic good fortune, there must be 
deep soul-searching among British policy-mak- 
ers. The voters are saying that they are reluctant 
to carry a heavier burden. How can they be per- 
suaded that they must do so as long as there is 
no quick way of cutfing the load? 

Incidentally, this British problem is one which 
Congress will do well to keep in mind in an 
election year when tiere is great temptation to 
play politics with the foreign aid program in- 
stead of fitting it to international realities. 
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A Slow TV Thaw 


Citizens who hope for more television stations, 
in St. Louis or anywhere else, will have to be 
somewhat patient. Chairman Paul A. Walker of 
the Federal Communications Commission makes 
this clear in explaining the intricate procedure 
for ending the TV “freeze.” 

Three and a half years ago the FCC stopped 
granting licenses for new TV stations. The com- 
mission wanted time to map out a new arrange- 
ment of stations so there could be more of them 
and less interference between them. The FCC 
has now drawn its new plan and within a few 
days is expected to announce that it will con- 
sider new'station applications. 

But when that happens the FCC will allow 
three months for filing applications. By then 
the commission will probably have a thousand 
requests before it. In most larger cities there 
will be more demands for stations than avail- 
able channels. At last report there were seven 
applicants for five channels here in St. Louis. 


So the FCC will have to hold hearings on each 
city to determine which applicants make the best 
case for operating a station. Unfortunately the 
commission is understaffed for this task. It has 
only seven examiners to conduct all kinds of 
hearings. “The Commission,” its chairman says 
frankly, “seems destined to be a bottleneck.” 


Recently the St. Louis Board of Aldermen 
urged priority for this city in allocating more 
TV channels. The Post-Dispatch and KSD-TV 
support this request. St. Louis should have more 
television stations, and priority for its need 
would be one way to speed up a slow thaw. 
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Tighter Rein on Spending 

The need of an expert staff to give Congress 
a continuous and searching review of the federal 
budget has long been recognized. The Senate 
has moved in this direction by approving Sena- 
tor McClellan’s bill to set up a joint committee, 
representing both chambers, that would give 
Congress the kind of counsel in reviewing expen- 
ditures which the Bureau of the Budget gives 
to the Executive branch. 

Each chamber now has two committees—those 
on appropriations and on expenditures in the 
executive department—which deal with this gen- 
eral subject. But as the budget has grown it has 
become ever clearer that none of the regular 
committees is adequately staffed to do the job 
as it should be done. Setting up a new joint 
committee would enable one staff to serve all 
four regular committees. 

In government, not every problem can be 
solved by creating a new agency, but this is one 
such proposal that seems worth \trying. As the 
Senate Committee on Executive Expenditures 
pointed out in recommending the McClellan bill, 
Congress is handicapped in dealing with the 
budget because the executive agency which pro- 
poses expenditures usually comes equipped with 
plenty of expert testimony while the committee 
which must pass on the request has to rely 
largely on layman’s knowledge. Often it takes 
a close student of the budget to know just what 
questions should be asked. 


Senator McClellan believes that a properly 
staffed joint committee could save millions of 
dollars every year. Since economy is the object, 
Congress should set an example, if it creates 
the new committee, by simultaneously abolishing 
its present Committee on Reduction of Non-es- 
sential Expenditures, headed by Senator Byrd. 
A budget committee would obviously duplicate 
the work of this one, and an overlapping com- 
mittee would be in a poor position to urge econ- 
omy in the Executive branch.

As Newbold Morris departs from the 
Washington scene, there can be no doubt 
that he is a victim of Administration bun- 
gling in regard to the anticorruption drive. 
At the same time there is much evidence 
that Mr. Morris overplayed his hand. In 
any event, Mr. Truman was content not to 
have the new Attorney General, James P. 
McGranery, rehire the investigator. Why? 

As we see it, Mr. Morris’ first mistake 
was talking too much. His task was a 
very delicate one. It called for fearless 
and _ independent 
probing and coura- 
geous advice on the 
basis of his findings. 
But Mr. Morris start- 
ed making speeches 
and talking loosely 
before he had done 
any real investigat- 
ing or ‘made any 
findings. That was 
a serious error, 

In his swan song, 
Mr. Morris made it 
clear that President 
Truman had ss ap- 
proved his idea of James P, McGranery 
sending out ques- 
tionnaires to key officlals. Mr. McGrath 
insists that he was forced out because of 
his defense of the principle of ‘“‘personal 
liberty,” but the rights of Government em- 
ployes to privacy do not preclude a rig- 
orous search for corruption when neces- 
sary. 

The President has a right and a duty to 
inquire into the income, assets, expendi- 
tures and financial deals of federal offi- 
cials as a condition to their continued em- 
ployment. Perhaps the Morris question- 
naire was somewhat too sweeping, and he 
may have sent it to too many employes 
against whom no finger of suspicion had 
been pointed. The unfortunate aspect of 
the present situation is that these errors 
of judgment seem to excuse the dismissal 
of Mr. Morris before the clean-up opera- 
tions really got under way. 


With all his faults and lack of tact, how- 
ever, Mr. Morris had made a beginning. 
The new Attorney General, who inherits 
the house-cleaning job and prefers to keep 
it entirely within his own organization, 
will also have one handicap that may prove 
to be insuperable. As a member of the 
Cabinet, he will not have an independent 
status. 


Being part of the Administration that is © 


to be purged, he will have a difficult time 
convincing the public that his inquiries are 
thorough or impartial.

The peculiar administrative structure 
which President Truman erected in Wash- 
ington was jerry-built from the start. But 
when the President decided not to run 
again, the roof fell in. The farcical Morris- 
McGrath imbroglio has many obscure 
facets, but what cannot be disputed is that 
it marks the breakdown of the Administra- 
tion. 

The summoning of a Republican—New- 
bold Morris—to investigate a Democratic 
Administration was in itself a confession 
that matters had gone gravely wrong in 
Washingon. Handled boldly and shrewdly, 
however, by a President with full control 
over his Cabinet, the move might have 
been turned to advantage. Instead, there 
was weakness, internal bickering and, from 
Mr. Morris’s effective and convincing ac- 
count of his brief encounter with the 
Justice Department, a strong suggestion 
of double-dealing. 

Members of the Administration and its 
congressional supporters are dashing rap- 
idly in all directions—because they have 
no hope in or fear of the President. He 
has not read himself out of office, but he 
has read himself out of the political power 
which, after all that has gone before, alone 
could make his remaining tenancy of the 
White House effective. 


That this situation constitutes a Republi- 
can obligation is very clear. The country 
badly needs a thoroughgoing reconstruc- 
tion of its executive branch—not merely a 
whitewash, not merely superficial cleans-

ing. But there are Democrats who will 
argue that the American people did not 
vote for misgovernment in 1948: that they 
voted for certain principles which they be- 
lieved Mr. Truman represented. 

A Democrat who can offer to sustain 
those principles with clean hands will not 
be an easy man to beat in November. The 
Republicans will need their strongest can- 
didate if they are to discharge their duty 
to the country.

Howard McGrath has had the reputation 
of being a good politician, whatever his 
other shortcomings might be. But his final 
actions as Attorney General have market 
him as a poor officeholder, a poor friend 
of Harry S. Truman, and a poor politician 
as well.

from office for allowing repeated scandals 
to grow like mushrooms in the dark reces- 
ses of his Justice Department, an area of 
government that should be flooded always 
with the cleanest light. It seemed as if 
the President was about to act last De- 
cember 9, when he flew back unexpectedly 
from Key West and called McGrath. 

Then something changed Truman's mind. 
Allowing McGrath to stay in office, he 
tried an unworkable experiment by in- 
stalling Newbold Morris in a_ subsidiary 
position in the Justice Department, with 
the job of investigating the department 
itself. Since that time, McGrath has sold 
his boss down the river to a still more 
damaging extent by his behavior. 

For one thing, he told a Rhode Island 
audience of Irish Catholics that “our faith 
and our race are at stake.” There was no 
excuse whatever for forcing the religious 
issue into the controversy. 

On a Monday McGrath informed the 
Chelf committee that he had not decided 
whether he would fill out a questionnaire 
submitted by Morris on his source of in- 
come since taking public office, nor had he 
distributed the questionnaires to 500 other 
Justice Department employes. By Thurs- 
day he got around to firing Morris in the 
most peremptory manner, without consult- 
ing the President. 


Mr. Truman has sown dragon's teeth 
for himself and for his party by his weak 
and dilatory handling of the corruption is- 
sue. He seems to have been the victim of 
a sense of loyalty toward old associates, a 
loyalty which was not returned by them. 


We wish we could hail the appointment 
of James P. McGranery as the dawn of a 
better day. The new Attorney General's 
personal reputation is spotless, but as a 
Federal District Judge in Pennsylvania he 
has not made a reputation for cool-headed- 
ness or for judicial good judgment. 


It should have been possible for the 
President to find an Attorney General with 
high qualifications of. = and tempera- 
ment in addition to pefsonal integrity. He 
has not picked such a man. 


THE U. N. AND LA PRENSA 


From Editor and Publisher. 


The suppression of the Argentine news- 
paper La Prensa was condemned this week 
in the United Nations as “an infringement 
of freedom of the press.” 

This was the first time the world organ- 
ization has gone on record in the case. The 
condemnation was supported by 10 of the 
12 members of the subcommission on Free- 
dom of Information—a rare display of 
agreement in this group. 

Vasily M. Zonov, the Soviet member, 
cast the single negative vote. One member 
of the group was absent. 

It was a Latin-American representative 
who sponsored the condemnation proposal. 
In submitting it, Alfredo Silva-Carvallo of 
Chile assailed the Argentine government's 
“police action” and the “violence, murder 
and terror” which, he said, took place at 
the time of the paper's seizure a year ago. 

The Chilean editor also protested the 
assumption of the name La Prensa by new 
publishers who were “obedient and pliant” 
tools of the Peron government.

Excitement in Venice 


THE FORMULA, by Gordon Sager, (J. 8. Lippincot 

& Co., 247 pgs., $3.) 

Gordon Sager’s third novel is a mystery- 
and-adventure compound enacted against 
the background of modern Venice. When 
a middle-aged Englishwoman is caught in 
the act of removing a small painting from 
the walls of the Accademia it is assumed 
by the museum authorities that sbe is 
either a thief of incredible audacity or a 
madwoman. Neither supposition is cor- 
rect. As it turns out the eccentric Mrs. 
Smith is really the widow of Heinrich 
Gutfreund, a Swiss scientist who had per- 
fected a formula for a new kind of poison 
gas which would immobilize great masses 
of people by making them unnaturally 
happy. 

Frau Gutfreund believes that her hus- 
band, before being liquidated by the agents 
of the Kremlin, had hidden the formula 
between the canvass and the back-paneling 
of a painting somewhere in Venice. She 
is right but she has misinterpreted her 
clues and she realizes as much when Bel- 

lini’s “Rape of Euro- 

pa” disappears from 

a small church where 

it had been hanging 

for centuries.

The story is interesting enough as light 
entertainment but it seems apparent that 
Mr. Sager is not naturally suited to the 
fabrication of a smoothly geared mechani- 
cal plot replete with clues leading in a 
dozen directions and close encounters that 
chill the blood. His natural qualifications, 
it seems to me, are for the novel of ideas 
illustrated by plausible, fully realized char- 
acters. He hasn't time for any of this in 
“The Formula.” But the flavor of his 
dialogue, and an implied interest in the 
underlying reasons for human behavior 
suggest that a novel of this sort would 
be more congenial to him.

INVISIBLE MAN. by Ralph Ellison.

Here's a first novel by a young Negro 
that will hit you like a thunderclap. Our 
society being the imperfect thing it is, Ne- 
gro novels of social protest are, unhappily, 
a familiar part of our literature. Mr. Elli- 
son plows this well-worn ground, but in a 
new and dynamic way. And he wields a 
prose that keeps you transfixed to the 
last line of his tale. This man can write. 

Most of the book is understandably an- 
gry, for the invisible man of the title is 
the Negro himself, seldom seen as he real- 
ly is, but only as others preconceive him. 
The narrator is a young Southerner who 
learned to know his place very early in 
life. Mr. Ellison, writing with a quiet but 
corrosive ferocity, has an opening scene in 
which a group of Negro schoolboys are 
used to entertain the guests at a white 
banquet. The treatment of those kids. ad- 
mittedly as filtered through the mind of 
the author, is pure sadism. Over and over 
again Mr. Ellison, without ever seeming to 
get excited himself, raises the reader's 
blood pressure to explosion point. 

In Harlem the “invisible man” becomes 
involved in a subversive political group,

A thousand-mile stretch of the 
Missouri river, from St. Joseph, 
Mo., to Bismarck, N.D., is in the 
greatest flood on record for this 
middle stretch of the stream, the 
Army’s Corps of Engineers re- 
ports today. 

Volume of water in the crest 
of the flood at Mobridge, S.D., 
Wednesday was only one seventh 
less than the volume in the crest 
of the great inundation at Kansas 
City last July. The flow at the 
crest at Mobridge was in excess 
of 440,000 cubic feet a second, 
compared with 510,000 at Kansas 
City last year. 


Pierre, capital of South Dakota, 
has been the most seriously af- 
fected spot so far, but a record- 
breaking inundation is forecast 
for Omaha, Nebr., and its neigh- 
bor, Council Bluffs, Ia., next week. 
The extensive flood protection 
| works at Omaha-Council Bluffs, 
erected by the Army Engineers in 
recent years, were not designed 
to withstand a flood of this size 
by themselves, but were intended 
to work in combination with big 
upstream reservoirs in the Da- 
kotas. 

‘Manageable Proportions.’ 

Those reservoirs, now under 
construction, would have limited 
this flood to “manageable propor- 
tions” and essentially avoided 
hazard to Omaha and other urban 
centers, Brig. Gen. Don G. Shing- 
ler of the Army Engineers has 
declared. 

The flood has resulted from 
relatively quick melting of a 
heavy blanket of snow and ice 
on tributaries of the Missouri in 
the Dakotas and eastern Montana, 
all above the sites of the new 
dams, Gen. Shingler’s office at 
Omaha told the Post-Dispatch. 

Present forecasts of the Weather 


'Bureau look for the flood to ex- 
tend all the way down the Mis- 


souri to the mouth above St. 
Louis, but flattening out, with 
crests only three to four feet 
above flood stages from Kansas 
City to St. Charles. Some minor 
flooding is expected in the upper 
Mississippi, but the present out- 
look is that the Mississippi at St. 
Louis will rise only to about the 
30-foot flood stage about April 27. 


For the middle portion of the 
Missouri river, above St. Joseph, 
the 1881 flood had been the big 
one on record, but the current 
inundation is worse, in volume of 
water and in length of river 
affected. 

Water From Bluff te Bluff. 


Army engineers who flew along 
the stream said the flood plain 
was full from bluff to bluff at 
many places, and that numerous 
farmhouses were under - water. 
Among cities already affected, 
more or less seriously, are Bis- 
marck, North Dakota capital, and 
its industrial neighbor, Mandan; 
Pierre and adjoining Fort Pierre, 
S.D.; Chamberlain, S.D., Yankton, 
S.D.; Sioux City, Ia., Omaha and 
Council Bluffs. 


The biggest fight against the 
flood is taking shape at Omaha 
and Council Bluffs, where a sys- 
tem of earthen levees and con- 
crete flood walls has recently 
been completed by the Army En, 
gineers at a cost of about $8,- 
000,000. The Army Engineers say 
it may be'a tough fight to hold 
these works intact. 


At Omaha the Missouri has 
gone above flood stage and is 
still rising. The crest predicted 
is 28.5 feet, Thursday and Friday 
of next week. That crest would 
compare with records of 24.6 feet 
in the 1881 inundation and of 
only 22.4 feet in the big Omaha 
flood of 1943, when the municipal 
airport was under water. 


Serious Hazard. 


The Omaha - Council 
flood protection works, 


Bluffs 
erected 


since World War II, were de- 
signed to stand a flood of 26.6 
feet safely, but have five feet of 
“freeboard” above that point. The 
predicted crest will rise against 
this freeboard, creating a serious 
hazard from wind and wave ac- 
tion or possible defects in the 
levees, such as gopher holes. 


The fight will be to make sure 
that no break-through of the river 
occurs within the freeboard level.

Gen. Shingler said that the 
Same conditions, had they oc- 
curred about a year from now, 
when Fort Randall dam is due to 
be closed, would have enabled the 
engineers to hold the flow below 
that point at least as low as de- 
sign flood height at Omaha. 


Completion of Garrison dam, 
due later, would have made it 
possible to contain the flood in 
“manageable proportions” every- 
where below fhat dam, Shingler 
asserted.

Followed by hooded, wailing mourn- 
ers, and taunted by the Fariseos and evil spirits, 
he carried a heavy wooden cross to the summit 
of a nearby hill.

SUNDAY, THE DAY of the rgsurrection, will 
bring the strange ceremonies of the tribe to a 
climax, “El Nazareno” will disappear from the 
cross. A’*cloth-wrapped dummy, representing his 
body, will appear in an artificial cave, piled up in 
the center of this village. Then, fhe dummy 
vanishes, and is replaced by a statue of Christ— 
the Indians’ symbolism of everlasting life. 

The grand climax to this five-day Easter ritual 
of centuries-old origin will come when a stuffed 
figure, fat with straw and loaded with firecrackers, 
is hoisted to a high pole over the village plaza, 
This will be the effigy of Judas, in the make-up 
and mask of the Chapayeka. The Yaquis will put 
it to the torch with a loud roar of approval, and 
return to the modern present. 

The Yaquis, originally a tribe that lived in 
Mexico’s Sonora mountains, fled the terror of 
Spanish rule in the sixteenth’ century, and settled 
along the borders of what is now Arizona and New 
Mexico. Later, Mexican pressure drove the tribe 
into the United States, where they became the only 
Indian political refugees in America.

Merry Musical 
N “SINGIN’ IN THE RAIN,” M.-G.-M. has turned out another 
exuberant and bubbling musical comedy which seems to me 
to surpass the same studio’s “American in Paris.” 
showing at LOEW’S STATE THEATER. 
This has everything you could want in a 
‘musical. The screen play by Betty Comden 
and Adolph Green is a witty, light-hearted 
satire on the flamboyant: Hollywood of the 
silent screen days and the Jazz Age in gen- 
eral. The songs, mostly a collection of old 
hits by Arthur Freed and Nacio Herb 
Brown, comprise the most zestful and catchi- 
est movie score since “Annie Get Your Gun.” 

The dancing by Gene Kelly, Donald O’Connor and Cyd 
Charisse is great stuff. Kelly does a solo on a rain-swept 
street to the title song which should rank as a classic: it has 
a quality of visual communication, of effervescent clowning and 
elan which carries a touch of genius. The big production num- 
ber called “Broadway Ballet,” is exciting, eye-filling and throbs 
with a nervous vitality; in it, Miss Charisse is about as volup- 
tuous a creature as the law would allow on the screen. 

Jean Hagen, who visited in St. Lovis last Monday and 
Tuesday, gives a clever comedy rendition of a dumb blonde 
silent star whose squeaky, nasal voice spells doom for her 
in the upstart talkies. As to O’Connor, all that promise as a 
comedian he has been showing during these past few years 
is definitely realized. His acrobatic and singing buffoonery 
in “Make ’Em Laugh,” is one of the high spots of the film, 
a comic tour de force. Debbie Reynolds has graduated from 
adolescent roles to become a refreshing singing ingenue. 
The direction of Kelly and Stanley Donen has made the most 
of the wealth of ingredients; the show has verve, imagination, 
style and flavor. I have only one criticism of the film; it 
had to end. 


Ole Man River in India 
In “THE RIVER,” which opens tomorrow afternoon to 
latinch the LYN THEATER’S new “art” policy, Director Jean 
Renoir has taken his cameras to the banks of the Hooghley 
river in India to record a visually lovely, dreamy and exotic 
film. He has interlaced beautiful Techni- 
color shots of life on the broad, brown 
waters, ancient temples, buzzing bazaars, 
quiet villages, muscular brown boatmen and 
fishermen, toiling jute mill laborers, with 
some domestic scenes in the comfortable 
houses and gardens of two British families, 
to give an effect of serenity, a mood of

Even the tragic event of the story, the killing of a small boy 
by a cobra’s bite and his 14-year-old sister’s attempt to drown 
herself because of a feeling of guilt, is kept in this muted 
key. Her getting over that, and over the anguish of her 
desperate crush on a visiting American war hero, which 
was part of her growing pains, the arrival of a new child 
in her family, all tie in with this feeling that life, like the 
river, passes over its turbulent and rough phases and flows 
inexorably on. 

This is a director’s picture and Renoir has successfully 
achieved the sensuous effect of fine music or well declaimed 
poetry. He has not been quite so successful on the dramatic 
side. The effect of the river on the main characters is never 
tied in visually; only by the narrative spoken by the girl. 
The narrative carries more effectively the meaning of the 
story than the dramatic scenes themselves. The acting is 
uneven, ranging from the professional competence of such 
people as Arthur Shields, Nora Swinburn, and Esmond 
Knight, to the colorless performances of Thomas E. Breen, 
a young American actor, and Adrienne Corri, an 18-year-old 
Scottish actress. Two amateurs, Patricia Walters as the guile- 
less, serious 14-year-old, and Radha, a Hindu beauty, show up 
better than the last two. 


War and the Home 


Without a single battle shot and only a few in an Army 
training camp, Samuel Goldwyn has presented the best film 
to date about the Korean war, in “I WANT YOU,” at the 
SHADY OAK and PAGEANT. The film focuses on the effect 

of the war on American family life, the sep- 
aration of sweethearts and families, the 
proddings of a sense of duty and patriotism 
on.a reserve officer who is reluctant to leave 
his wife and children and comfortable 
civilian existence which he has enjoyed only 
a few years, the Brief of a father whose 
drafted son is announced missing in 
action. 

In its approach it is somewhat similar to Goldwyn’s “The 
Best Years of Our Lives,” which showed the after-effects 
of war on returning soldiers. This is not as powerful er mov- 
ing as “Best Years.” But Irwin Shaw’s screenplay is intelli- 
gent, literate, gently sentimental, tender on occasions, and 
tries to be honest and objective in its emotionalism. The 
people in it seem real and recognizable; their troubles are 
poignantly presented. But I don’t think it has drawn frankly 
enough the contrast of the callousness, selfishness Or utter 
indifference of a great many persons towards the Korean 
war. 

The acting is of consistently high caliber. Dana Andrews 
4s the reserve officer, Dorothy McGuire his wife, Farley 
Granger and Peggy Dow the young sweethearts, Robert Keith 
a veteran of World War I who has romanticized both it and 
his part in it, and Mildred Dunnock his pinched, dry and 
patient wife who makes him ashamed of his lying. 


The Dizzy Dean Story? 


It may be impossible to do justice to the great Dizzy 
Dean in one mere movie biography, but in “THE PRIDE OF 
ST. LOUIS,” which is having its premiere at the MISSOURI 
tonight with attendant hoopla, Twentieth-Century Fox hasn’t 
made a particularly impressive attempt. Dan 
Dailey comes about as close to portraying 
the Dean personality as I suppose any actor 
could. But he is left hanging by a rather 
trite and tepid screenplay. 7 

The Dean characteristic that caught the 
public imagination was that he not only 
bragged, but he made good on his boasting. 
This isn’t emphasized enough—stuff such as his prediction 
he and Paul would win 50 games in 1934, which they only 
missed by one. It isn’t demonstrated what a really extra- 
ordinary pitcher Dean was. 

The point of his character is missed by persisting in 
showing him throughout his career as an amiable, rather 
child-like buffoon; it would be much more interesting to 
point out that this uninhibited country boy was smart enough 
to exploit his personality and eccentricities to the point where, 
15 years after his pitching career is over, he is earning, I 
am told, three times what he did at his peak as a pitcher, 

Instead of the shrewd manageress she seems to be, Mrs, 
Dean (played by Joanne Dru) is made the conventional sweet 
movie wife bolstering up her man. There are stock dramatic 
developments which seem terribly artificial — Dizzy on the 
downward path of drink and gambling, his wife leaving him, 
the big reconciliation. And the incident of a few protests 
over Dizzy’s broadcasting mispronunciations as tending to 
corrupt the speech of school children is absurdly magnified 
into a phony dramatic climax. 


Ouch! 


There may have been worse films heretofore than Ab- 
bott’s and Costello’s “JACK AND THE BEANSTALK,” at the 
FOX, but I can’t bear to recall them. I counted three fair 
jokes in the movie, widely spaced in a crude and plodding 
version of the fairy tale.

Mrs. MacArthur Has Real Flair for Remembering Names

NEW YORK, April 11 (UP). 
EAN FAIRCLOTH MAC- 
ARTHUR, the small town girl 
who became a five-star Gen- 

eral’s wife, has a politician’s mem- 
ory for names and faces. 


But she believes a woman's 
most important job is her own 
home. If Gen. Douglas ‘Mac- 
Arthur lands in the White House 
she could be expected to be even 
more reticent about their private 
life than Mrs, Truman is about 
her family’s. 


There are two men in Mrs. 
MacArthur’s life—the General 
she married 15 years ago when 
she was 38, and Arthur, 14, their 
son. She seldom takes part in 
any activity that doesn’t include 
one or both. 

She sets aside her own dislike 
of flying to accompany MacArthur 
on all trips and regularly ap- 
pears with other parents at pro- 
grams at the private school where 
Arthur is a seventh grade pupil. 


At big social affairs, pert, viva- 
cious Mrs. MacArthur often stops 
to greet by name a surprised 
guest who has met her only once 
before. 


“She is amazing,” a guest re- 
marked after an informal recep- 
tion for the General. “She seems 
to be everywhere at once, steer- 
ing him to people she thinks he 
should speak to and yet never 
seeming to take over.” 


She met the General in 1935 
on shipboard on her way to the 
Far East. From the time of their 
wedding at New York City Hall 
two years later, the MacArthurs 
have been a model of married de- 
votion. Jean, who before her 
marriage enjoyed dancing and 
parties, saw to it that their home 
was a quiet place where the Gen- 
eral could relax. 


It is little different now that 
they live in a sumptuous nine- 
room suite in the Waldorf Towers. 
There are no big parties, although 
Arthur frequently brings friends 
home from school.

Some Hints 
On Preparing 
Fried Onions 


By Edith M. Barber 


ou may call them fried onions 
Y or smothered onions. Most 

persons who like them, I am 
sure, would never describe them 
as sauted onions, although in 
modern cook books you may find 
that term used. There’s nothing 
better for occasional use with 
steak that nowadays appears only 
once in awhile on the table, or 
with the well known hamburgers. 

Perhaps you may prefer the 
French fried onions. These are 
often ordered at a restaurant and 
are not too difficult to make at 
home if you don’t mind deep-fat 
frying. The secret of preparing 
these is to soak the sliced onions 
in milk or in a mixture of milk 
and water for at least half an 
hour. Then, they must be drained 
and dried on paper towels before 
they are dredged with flour. They 
are then ready to be fried in a 
rather large amount of hot fat 
until they are crisp and lightly 
done. 

To ‘go back to old-fashioned 
fried onions, these are even eas- 
ier to cook. Of course, for either 
recipe the onions must be peeled 
and sliced. If they are scalded 
with boiling water, they can be 
peeled easily, and this can be 
done under water to .prevent 
tears. Of course, a little cold 
water should be added so that the 
onions can be handled easily. 
Speaking of handling, less odor 
will cling to the skin if the on- 
ions are peeled under water. 


Smothered Onions 


One and one-half pounds on- 
fons, one-fourth cup butter or 
drippings, one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-eighth teaspoon pepper. 


Wash and peel onions and cut 
in thin slices. Melt butter or drip- 
pings in heavy frying pan, add 
onions, and cook over low heat 
until brown, stirring often. Add 
more buter if necessary. Add sea- 
sonings. Yield: six servings. 

French Fried Onions 

Three to four large onions, one- 
half cup milk, one-half cup water, 
flour, salt, pepper. 

Peel and slice onions, about 
three-eighths inch thick. Mix milk 
and water. Pour over onions and 
let stand half an hour. Drain, 
spread on paper towels to absorb 
water. Then separate into rings, 
dredge witi: seasoned flour and 
fry in hot, deep fat until lightly 
browned.

A SOUND RECORDING of their own vocalizations, played

Or he may find it easier to shout 
than to take gentler but more effective disciplinary measures 
when such measures are necessary. 


* * * 
THE TEACHER WHO CONSTANTLY yells is like the boy 
who cried “wolf” too often. Nobody pays any attention. 

That the provocation may sometimes be great we do not 
' deny. That we ourselves might “yell” under similar circum- 
stances, we will admit. And we would be the last one to 
“blame” teachers for yelling. But in the school, as in the 
home, if “yelling” is the chief means of disciplining, we believe 
that something should be done to remedy the situation, since 
most children do not improve on being yelled :t. 

Sometimes a teacher can be helped to find more effective 
methods of discipline. More often, her teaching load needs 
to be reduced. Perhaps she needs smaller classes. Perhaps 
the more obstreperous students in her class themselves need to 
be helped toward better behavior by guidance counsellors or 
other such specialists. Or reduced attendance may quiet down 
such children and at the same time give the teacher a breath- 
ing space. 

When the teacher “yells too much,” somebody needs help.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 11. 
éé OU can make an excellent 
Y champagne mustard your- 
self,’ Mrs. Dione Lucas 
likes to tell her cooking classes. 
“Take a good dry mustard, mix 
with a little sugar, salt, and pep- 
per, and add champagne to the 
consistency desired. It’s an awful- 
ly good way of using up leftover 
oid champagne—always so diffi- 
cult to know what to do with it.” 
Audiences usually giggle appre- 
ciatively at this quip, perhaps to 
indicate that while they are not 
overwhelmingly plagued by the 
problem of leftover champagne, 
they still are appreciative of the 
champagne approach to cookery. 
And the art of cooking, as dem- 
onstrated by Dione Lucas, Ameri- 
ca’s chief exponent of French 
cuisine, is filled with sparkle and 
bubbles. 

Mrs. Lucas, graduate of the 
famed L’Ecole du Cordon Blue in 
Paris, founder of the Cordon Bleu 
school and restaurant in New 
York, and star of her own tele- 
vision program, is spreading her 
gastronomic gospel even further 
this year by means of a cross- 
country lecture tour. At her cus- 
tomary fee of $100 an hour, she 
will deliver five two-hour lessons 
at the First Congregational 
Church, 6501 Wydown avenue in 
St. Louis, starting April 24. Pro- 
ceeds of the project will go to 
the maintenance fund of the St. 
Louis Symphony. 

For their tuition of $14 for the 
course, St. Louis women may 
learn such things as how to make 
Creme St. Germain Yiennoise (pea 
soup garnished with frankfurters 
sauteed in brandy), or Filet de 
Sole Bonne Femme (sole, delect- 
ably golden in its Hollandaise and 
white = wine - with - mushrooms 
sauce), or one of the many kinds 
of chicken supremes, omelettes, 
crepes, madeleines, tarts, or 
mouth-watering, hip-upholstering 
whipped cream confections in the 
Lucas repertoire. 

Classes in St. Louis will be held 
on Thursdays. (Tickets are ob- 
tainable from Mrs. Robert A.

Mrs. Lucas will 
a similar course in_ Boston. 
On Mondays, Wednesdays, and 
Fridays, she will be appear- 
ing on her TV show, “To The 
Queen’s Taste,” and in between 
times she will be working on one 
of the cookbooks she is writing. 
It is not only her Hollandaise 
sauce that has the golden touch. 

Cooking was not always a profit- 
able specialty for Mrs. Lucas. 
When she arrived in this country 
from England in 1940 the only 
job she could get was fluting 
mushrooms for window displays at 
Longchamps restaurant in New 
York. When she finally did get 
started in business, it. was with 
the aid of borrowed funds and a 
$40 cookstove rescued from a 
junk heap. Her devotion to her 
profession ‘through these lean 
times might be credited to two 
things: her belief in food prepa- 
ration as a creative art — “as 
much as painting or music,” 
the fact, as she honestly admits, 
that it was the only way she knew 
how to make a living. 

Cooking, jewelry making, and 
cello playing were three of the 
facets of the somewhat imprac- 
tical and sketchy education of

Lucas. Born of English parents 
in Italy, she was the daughter of 
Henry Wilson, an architect, sculp- 
tor, and silversmith, with fanciful 
tastes; the other children in the 
family were named Guthlec, Per- 
nel, and Fiametta. All of them 
were encouraged to follow any 
artistic bent that interested them, 
and when Dione gave up cello 
playing and went to work as a 
chief at Durant’s restaurant in 
Paris while she was still in her 
teens, it was with her family’s 
approval. 

With a friend, Rosemary Hume, 
she enrolled at the Cordon Bleu 
school and was such a proficient 
pupil’ that she became one of the 
few women ever to receive the 
coveted blue ribbon diploma and 
the only one authorized to-grant 
the diploma to students of her 
own. In 1931 she and Miss Hume 
opened a restaurant in London, 
and in the same year she was 
married to Colin Lucas, architect, 
The restaurant was a finan- 
cial and social success but war- 
time restrictions halted its prog- 
ress. When the blitz hit England, 
Mrs. Lucas, mother of one child 
and expecting another, packed 
two trunks of copper cooking 
pans and accepted an uncle’s of- 
fer to visit in Canada. When he 
went to New York, she went

| vitea her to dinner but no one 

offered her a job. Unable to 
get funds out of England and with 
two small sons to support, she 
took the Longchamps job and 
Jater became a teacher for Scien- 
tific Housekeeping, a school in 
which debutantes were gently ac- 
— with facts of domestic 
ife. 

“One day one of them lost an 
artificial fingernail in the soup,” 
Mrs. Lucas recalls. “She set up 
such a howl I thought she'd suf- 
fered second degree burns at 
least.” 

Her next job was as cook at 
Hope Williams’s dude ranch 
where she became acquainted 
with another side of American 
life. | 

“Very tough work,” she de- 
scribes it. “With absolutely no 
help, I prepared a hearty break- 
fast for 15 cowhands at 6 every 
morning. At 8 there was a more 
delicate breakfast for the little 
children, at 9 for the mothers, 
and from 10 to 1 a continuing 
breakfast, fairly hearty, for the 
young people who were going on 
rides and hikes. Overlapping that, 
at 12, there'd be lunch for the 
mothers and babies, and then 
lunch for the others, That went 
on until 10 at night. I didn’t get 
much chance to see the Wild 
West.” 

Mrs. Lucas’s fancier treatments 
bewildered the cowboys who, ac- 
cording to story, after several 
weeks of ‘“‘pate maison” asked her 
to “lay off that damned Patty 
Mason.” However, Hope Williams 
and a friend, Mrs. Howell How- 
ards, were sufficiently impressed 
to finance her in business, in New 
York.

Five large eggs. 

One cup sufar. 

Six ounces dark sweet choco- 
late. 

Three tablespoons cold water. 

Little grated chocolate or 
cocoa.

Separate the eggs. Beat into 
the yolks three-fourths cup of 
sugar, to light, creamy consist- 
ency.

Un- 
daunted, she continued to de- 
scribe its beauties as it oozed 
away under the eyes of camera 
and viewers. 

Not all of the Cordon Bleu 
cooking ideas concern § luxury 
foods. In fact, Mrs. Lucas is 
fond of saying that, “American 
housewives could cut the amount 
they spend on the table by 25 to 
50 per cent if they’d make, the 
acquaintance of unfamiliar dishes 
and little known techniques of 
cookery.” She is a believer in a 
Russian saying which advises, 
“Set aside as much money as you 
can afford, to feed yourself and 
your family. If guests arrive, do 
not spend one kopek more. In- 
stead, spend double the time in 
preparation.” 

This lack of time spent in the 
art of cooking is her principal 
criticism of United States home 
managers, and she also decries 
those who try to get results by 
“shoddy means—not good food, 
just cute ideas out of the wom- 
en's magazines.” 

Some of her other remarks 
concerning the American way in 
the kitchen: 

“The list of wholesome. nutri- 
tious, and palatable foods that 
many Americans won't touch is 
longer than the Lincoln high 
way.” 

“American women may have 
the latest in electric mixers and 
automatic coffee makers but not 
a good set of sharp knives, wood- 
en spoons, or a chopping board 
in the house,”

This deal turned up in a Euro- 
pean tournament many years ago, 
in a team-of-four match, and at 
one of the tables South became 
declarer at six no-trump after 
North had mentioned spades and 
diamonds. 


West, combining safety with 
constructiveness, opened the 
spade jack. Declarer took the 
trick in dummy, cashed a high 
club, and then, to maintain rigid 
control of the club suit, led the 
five-spot, covering East’s 10 with 
the jack. West won and returned 
the spade 10, and dummy’s second 
honor was used. 


Now the club ace was cashed, 
and declarer could breathe a little 
easier when both opponents fol- 
lowed suit. South entered his own 
hand with a spade, and West, who 
certainly could not afford to give 
up a diamond, discarded a heart. 

This discard was significant in 
itself, and when, on South’s next 
play of the thirteenth club, West 
relinquished another heart, South 
could be 98 per cent sure that 
West was guarding the diamond 
suit. South had actually seen that 
East had his side’s spade stopper, 
so the proper course was clearly 
charted. South cashed the dia- 
mond ace and led to the diamond 
queen. Now, when he cashed the 
diamond king, the second phase 
of the double squeeze went into 
operation. East had to hold the 
spade nine over dummy’s “threat 
card” in that suit, and so he, too, 
had to reduce his heart length. 
After West’s two heart discards, 
declarer had kept the K-4 of 
hearts in dummy, throwing off the 
diamond three after that card had 
served its purpose, so now it was 
an extremely simple matter for 
South to cash the heart king, lead 
to the heart ace, and win the last 
trick with the eight of hearts.

HAT would spring be with-

us in April or May, and see 
many kinds of blossoms. 

People exclaim over the beauty 
of such blooming trees as the 
cherry, but it is well to remem- 
ber that trees, in general, have 
flowers. In many cases the flow- 
ers are of # modest kind, rather 
hard to see, but they are needed 
for a special purpose. 

ee 

WE ARE LIKELY to suppose 
that Nature provides pretty flow- 
ers to please us by their odor or 
beauty, but that is hardly the 
truth. Insects play an important 
part in the story of many trees 
and other plants. Odors attract 
insects, and so do the colors of 
the petals. 

The deeper a person goes into 
the study of plants, the more he 
learns about the differences in 
the ways of flowers in “going to 
seed.” It may be stated, however, 
that there are two main kinds of 
flowers—those with pistils and 
those with anthers. Please notice 
that the word “pistils’” which I 
have used is spelled without an 
“0”! 

The anthers of flowers produce 
pollen. The pistils have, at their 
base, tiny objects which are called 
eggs for want of a better name.
